Building a tradition of theatre excellence

his spring, the East Jordan Thespians’ production of “Once Upon 
a Mattress” will mark the group’s 1 0th anniversary. 
Spearheaded by director Paula Vollbach, known affectionately 
by her students as “Miss V,” the group of middle and high 
schoolers started when Vollbach was hired to teach elementary art in the 
school system. At the time, East Jordan had no theater program. 

But, for Vollbach, there was no question that they would have one after 
she arrived. “It’s what I do,” she said simply. 

Folks had their doubts at the time, pointing out that Boyne City already 
had a super-successful drama program, so they didn’t see the need, or the 
possibility, for East Jordan to have one. 

Regardless, Vollbach wasn’t discouraged. The school, for its part, was 
supportive. “They said ‘go for it,’” said Vollbach, “but they had no concept 
(of what the program would be].” 

Once it was clear that the program was going to happen, the community, 
though uncertain, was ready to take on the challenge. 

“Out of all the places I’ve lived,” said Vollbach, “that’s made me love 
East Jordan the most of all. When families realize you have their children’s 


‘best interest at heart, they will do anything they can to support the pro- 


gram,” 

That first season, when Vollbach set about creating a production of “My 
Fair Lady,” she found that.she was going to have to be creative with both 
equipment and casting. 

Back then, said Vollbach, they only had eight lighting instruments, five 
of which actually worked. On top of that, she said, ‘no one really know 


__ how to run the system,” other than turning. the lights on or off. 


For costuming, Vollbach had an ace in the hole, in the form of her 
mother Shirley Vollbach, who had worked as a costumer for years, and had 
always worked with Vollbach in productions at-her previous teaching jobs. 
Dubbed.“‘Mom V,” Shirley was a long cece costumer, as she was living 
in Memphis, Tenn. at that time. 

“Our friend Nancy Brooks would measure the kids,” said Vollbach, and 
then sénd the information to Shirley, who would then head to her attic to 
sort through her collection of odds and ends, create costumes, and ship 
them out. Two weeks before the show was to open, Shirley would fly in, 
do fittings, and be around for the dress rehearsal. “My sewing machine 
came with me on the plane,” Jaughs Shirley, who took the plunge two years 
ago and relocated to East Jordan. — 

For casting, the interest was there, but it was mostly girls-who turned 
out for first call. In the early years, the middle school turnout was great _. 
from the start: “They were eager to experience theatre,” Vollbach said. But, 
only three guys went out for the high school lead, so Volibach had to’ 
double-cast high school girls in male roles. The girls would start out as 
women, then go backstage between scenes, put their hair up, put on

the groups inception. | 
tuxedos, then head back out on stage to sing and dance as men. “We had to 


teach the girls to talk like guys,” said Vollbach, who noted that twin sisters 


played the lead female, Eliza Doolittle, as well as her love interest, Freddy. 
“We did what we could,” she said. 

Apparently, that was enough. The first musical didn’t sell out, but the 
people that came, “were blown away,” Vollbach said. “They @buldn’t - 
believe the production.” 

Next year, for The Sound of Music, a few more guys turned out, led by 
Matt Sherman, who took a lead role while also a member of the basketball 
team. “He was really great,” said Vollbach, who said his example let other 


guys know they could do it, too. By the time the Thespians took on “Hello ; 


Dolly” in 1994, filling the male roles was no problem, ©

To put meaning in one’s life may end in madness, 
but life without meaning is the torture of restlessness 
and vague desire, itis a boat longing for the sea and 
yet afraid.

I’ve thought of this Edgar Lee Masters quote. 
which I was required to memorize in high school, of- 
ten since I decided to join Womenquest Polar Trek 
2001. In April, 11 women, myself included, will be- 
gin a !150-mile trek on skis from Russia to the North 
Pole. The focus of the trip is fo promote math and 
science careers and challenge middle school girls 
physically, emotionally, and intellectually. It will be 
the first all-women trek to the Pole from a Russian 
departure point. 

We gathered as a team for the very first time the 
week of Jan. 19-25. We spent the time team-building, 
improving our ski technique and honing our arctic sur- 
vival skills. Several days and nights were spent on the 
back country trails in the Pictured Rocks National 
Lakeshore. Each woman carried a 30-lb. pack and 
hauled a 50-lb. sled of supplies. The week was re- 
markable in so many ways; it was a mix of silliness, 
fun, hard work and frustration. 

] experienced the frustration of finding my center 
of gravity hauling heavy equipment on skis (I’ve got 
the bruises to prove it!). I came away knowing what I 
need to work on, but also with the confidence in my- 
self that can do it. This was a big relief to me, as my 


main concern was being the,weak link in the team. 
Some other concerns were not so easily allayed. What 
if I fall or get pulled by my sled into the icy waters of 
the Arctic Ocean while crossing an open lead of wa- 
ter? How will I manage to keep myself warm and my 
fingers and toes intact when the temperature routinely 
registers -30°F (just touching your nylon sleeping bag 
can cause frostbite)? And what about polar bears? 
Since we are traveling through Russia, we will not be 
carrying any firearms. Even though the tent is de- 
signed in two pieces to afford an easy escape, I still 
wake at night thinking about it. I guess all the excite- 
ment and fear is part of the lure of this endeavor. 

The support of the community continues to im- 
press and inspire me. Rarely a day goes by that I 
don’t receive financial or moral support from some- 
one at school, the grocery store, the gym, etc. Words 
of encouragement are like fuel; I’m taking them with 
me when I go to help carry me through. In addition, 
the students at school are becoming more curious as 
public knowledge of the trek increases, It’s fulfilling 
to me as an educator to see real interest in learning 
taking place. 

IT would like to take this opportunity to thank ev- 
eryone who has contributed to making this trek a re- 
ality (almost). Although individuals are too numer- 
ous to mention, through their combined efforts we 
have managed to raise close to $6000. I firmly be- 
lieve this will benefit our schools in particular and 
our community in general.

Wrapping up in December, the 
campaign brought in $270,000 over 
a three-year period to meet a chal- 
lenge grant awarded by the Frey 
Foundation of Grand Rapids in No- 
vember of 1999. 

Pledges from the Herbert H. and 
Grace A. Dow Foundation, the Great 
Lakes People Fund, the Alden and 
Vada Dow Foundation, the Harry A. 
and Margaret D. Towsley foundation, 
the Charlevoix County Community 
Foundation, the Petoskey-Harbor 
Springs Area Community Founda- 
tion, and many service clubs, busi- 
nesses and individuals contributed to 
the successful campaign, which raised 
funding not only for the director’s 
salary but also for necessary compo- 
nents of the position, such as a mar- 
keting budget. 


After spending five years at the 
Ann Arbor Art Center in marketing, 
development, and fund-raising, Bur- 
gess relocated to northern Michigan. 
In the area for about five years now, 
she has done “a couple of different 
things up here, but I really hadn’t 
found my niche.” 

When she heard about the execu- 
tive director’s position at Raven Hill, 
Burgess said, “all the bells and 
whistles started going off." Raven 
Hill co-founder Cheri Leach said that, 
upon talking to Burgess, she thought 
the match was too good to be true. 

But, in fact, it was true. ‘“We’re 
really happy to have Julie working 
with us,” said Leach. “And we're 
looking forward to moving to a new 
level in the development of Raven 
Hill Discovery Center.” 

Burgess’ position will focus on 
three main areas, essentially admin- 
istration, marketing, and develop- 
ment. So far, a lot of time has been 
spent laying groundwork, including 
reviewing the organization’s strategic 
plan, and fleshing it out to create plans 
of action. 

Already she’s been immersed in 
letter writing and completing a news- 
letter, as well as assisting with their 
holiday promotion. 

With a director in place, Leach, 


along with her husband Tim, hope to 
have more time to devote to current 
and new programs and interactive dis- 
plays. 

“My emphasis is programs, and 
Tim’s is exhibits and facilities,” said 
Leach, who’s excited to be able to 
concentrate on the more hands-on 
aspects of the center. 

“That’s really what we started this 
place for,” she said. 

Raven Hill Discovery Center 
opened in May of 1992. Since then, 
the center has expanded several times, 
adding an animal room a periodic 
room, and a front entryway to the 
main building. A pond was created 
in cooperation with the Charlevoix 
Soil and Conservation Services, a 
print shop and classroom building 
were constructed, and an old school- 
house and caboose have been moved 
to the property. 

According to Leach, Raven Hill's 
mission is to build connections link- 
ing science, history and the arts, and 
visitors of all ages can enjoy a hands- 
on approach to learning about all of 
these areas.

By 1997's ‘Fiddler on the Roof,” the productions began to experience 
their first real sellouts. “That was the turing point,” said Shirley. From 
that point on, shows have regularly sold out, with last year’s production of 
“Oliver” selling out in only four days. 

One of the most rewarding parts of the Journey for Vollbach is that over 
the years, the production has gone from folks wondering if it could be done, 
to seeing that they were doing it well, to becoming an event that people 
don’t want to miss. At that point, she said, “we finally arrived, we were 
finally our own entity.” 

With a committee in place, Vollbach is no longer the one to build al] the 
sets and do all the behind the scenes work. ‘Our adult base now is so 
wonderful,” she said. That base includes community memhers who, along 
with students, make up a live orchestra pit to accompany the productions. 

For the future, Volibach sees the group continuing on, accompanied by 
newer and better stage equipment, such as the new lighting system pur- 
chased last year, and a new sound system the school will make available 
for the production. 

For the community, both Vollbach and her mother have a dream to bring 
theatre to the entire community, not just restricting it to students. “I really 
think that a community theater would flourish,” said Vollbach, who would 
love to see an actual community theatre built in town. “If L suddenly won 
the lotto, you’d see {it built]. People will come great distances for great 
theatre.” The possibility would give community members a chance to expe- 
rience the theatre their children enjoy, as well as provide summer opportu- 
nities for youth. The theatre, said Vollbach, is a great source of camarade- 
rte. “Sports are great for [learning] teamwork,” she noted, but theatre cre- 
ates a great sense of family. 

The beauty of theatre, said Vollbach, is that “anybody can be involved. 
There’s a spot for everyone.” 

This year’s musical, “Once Upon A Mattress,” will be performed on 
March 16, 17, 18, 23, and 24. Tickets will only be on sale for three days, 
beginning March S.

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@ Boyne Falls raises 
more than $15,000 
for Wertz Warriors 


Last week, the Wertz Warriors rode 
into Boyne Falls as they’ve done for 
the past three years, making their 
usual stop at Jake’s Place, one of over 
30 such locations they stop at during 
their week-long ride collecting dona- 
tions for the Michigan Special Olym- 
pics. 

And this year, as in the last two, 
the generosity of the community 
caught them by surprise. 

On Thursday, 67 Warriors, along 
with over 30 support staff members, 
as well_as some interested local resi- 
dents, were in attendance for the pre- 
sentation a check in the amount of 
$15,242.44. 

The unveiling of the check was 
greeted with cheers, back slaps, and 
plenty of applause. 

The total is more than double last 
year’s donation of $7,300, which was, 
likewise, more than the first year’s to- 
tal of $4,100. None of which are small 
potatoes. 

“I think they’l] be pleasantly sur- 
prised,” said Jake’s Place owner Kim 
Rotermund of the amount before the 
check was presented. Rotermund and 
Jake’s Place hold fund-raisers 
throughout the year to raise money for 
the event. This year, fund-raising ef- 
forts included the annual pig roast, the 
raffling of a Gator off road tractor, and 
a Super Bow! party buffet. The effort 
has also found support from other area 
fund-raising events, including the 
Boyne Falls Polish Festival. 

In their 20th year, the Wertz War- 
riors set out each winter on a900-mile 
snowmobile endurance ride, collect- 
ing money from around the state for 
their cause. 

In their first year, the group col- 
lected about $35,000, an amount 
which has risen, in recent years, to 
nearly $500,000. According to vet- 
eran warrior Fred Duemling of East 
China, Mich., a recent estimate put the

Duemling is one of six warriors 
who’ ve been taking the trip for all 20 
years of its existence, and is the only 
one who’s never missed a mile of any 
ride. 

As for what’s kept him commit- 
ted to the cause for 20 years, accord- 
ing to Duemling it’s simply the fecl- 
ing he gets when he sees the excite- 
ment and anticipation of those Spe- 
cial Olympians who greet the riders 
at the State Winter Games in Traverse

gan Special Olympics is, said fellow 
veteran warrior Neil Foster of 
Houghton Lake, the “envy of the coun- 
try. We’re the largest in the country.” 

Wertz Warriors was founded by 
former Detroit Tiger Vic Wertz whose 
dream was to underwrite the Special
